We think his advice not to worry 
about the iew radicals and odd balls 
that make the headlines but be thank­ 
ful for all of the good things that are 
going on around us is good, sound a d ­ 
vice. 
If all of us here in Hamlin would 
take his words of wisdom seriously and 
_ 
improve on the1 things we have in or­ 
der to make this a better city we feel 
that we would be amazed at the c h a n g e 
we would see take place. Too mar y 
people want to just sit back an d com­ 


plain. 
We have never heard anyone that 
is hard at work trying to improve a 
community cry about how the town is 
going to pot an d that there soon wen t 
be anybody left. These people that d e­ 
vote their time to others do not have 
any tittie left to complain. It is the do 
nothingers that seem to have time to pick 
out all of the b a d things. But the strangest 
things is that in all of their spare time 
they can not recognize the aood things. 
We do not believe that Hamlin is on 
the verge of a boom and that everyone 
here is going to get rich overnight but 
we do feel that we have the type of 
community that is worth working for, tho 
type Mr. Herring talked about that you 
take pride rn and take pride in the type 
of friends you have here. 
Not whether we double in size in 
the next year but rather that we have 
the type of community that w e can all 
be proud of 
this is what is important. 
As Mr. Herring said he did not have 
a magic pill to solve all of our problems. 
lust having a population of 8,000 instead 
of 4,000 would not solve any problems 
either, in fact, it would probably just 
double them. 
Please do not aet us wrong, we are 
not against growth but only believe that 
growth in itself never solves any prob­ 
lems — usually just makes new ones. 
Added population to a town is somewhat 
like getting a raise — after a few m on­ 
ths you find you do not know what hap­ 
pened to the extra money it just seems 
to get lost with the rest of it. 
Just like everyone else though, we 
would like to sec Hamlin grow, but to 
us it is more important that the things
